The plan i.i 
baaed on the large plan, hut on it larger 
Bcalej am familiar with the mode of ven 
tilating the mine; the first plan .slmw.s 
how No. 10 level wa.s ventilated ; take the 
air in from slope; the black arnnv.s on 
plan indicate the course the airto.ik when 
the level was in good working older; tho 
red arrows indicate the eoui-so of tho air 
when working at tho tiro on Wedne.sda}' 
morni^ and up to the time of the e.vplo 
sion, as far as I know; tlio air was changed 
by raising tho curtain (fur u.xiingui.slimg 
the fire) at tho mouth i.f the ii|i]iei- 10 
level, and opening another curtain in 
10 level at the entrance ti; IIoi iiu s head- 
ing by putting up a curtain acro.s.s No. 
10 level inside Home s heading towanl.s 
the face of No. 10 level ; was in town at 
the time of tho alarm of fire; on coming 
out my father took charge; it; wa.s then 
Wednesday at 3 a.m.; my father and 
I came out to tho mine tngother; we wi.'iit 
down the mine iniinediatoly and iutu 
Home's heading where tlie tiro was; niy 
father said it would bo better tn cunnect 
pipes and hose to the pumps and take 
water on tho fire; orders were given by 
my father to place the curtain aeri's.s the 
No. 10 level; the other two curtain.s were 
lifted; the object of this wa.s te get the 
full force of the air up Home's heading 
so that the men could work at the lire; a 
portion of the air, however, still wont 
along No. 10 level; <lid not allow tho full 
force of tho air to go mi to the tiro until 
the pumps wore ready ; we tluMi lifted a 
.curtain iii Home's heading to allow tho 
air to pass below tho (ire; we still kept a 
curtain above shut across the head of 
Homo's heading to keep tlio air hack 
from tho fire; this was done to keep the 
air from the firt^ till tho water wa.s ready; 
when tho water wa.s ready closed the 
fourth curtain and opened the fifth cur- 
tain SO ha to allow tho air to go un to the 
fire; men were stationed to keep playing 
the water on the fire; seeing we iiad con- 
trol over the fire my father and T returned 
to tho'surfacc; it was about S ]i.m.: went 
down again about o o'clock ■ tho phu;e 
whoro tho fire wan very warm; the 
water was very hot; there was no sign of 
any flamo from tho nozzle; then went 
home; tho next morning, 'riiursday, at 
6:S0 o'clock, while in bed heard tho whis- 
tle blowing, and iinmcdiat ely got up and 
on looking out of the window saw a 
person standing on the .steps; lio told 
me thoro had been an explosion in tho 
mine; hurried over and wont dow; the 
slope; when I got down to the 8th level 
saw Ronnie lying dead; got somo of the 
men to put brattice across the ujiper le- 
vels 80 as to take the air down to the IDih 
level; they would thus carry tho full force 
of tho air as tliey went liown; tlie men 
down the mine made a search and found 
BQToral bodies that v,ere afterwards 
brought to tho surface; they wore named 
Ronnie, Scott, K.'{!ough and others; (leo. 
Churchill, R. Scott and others found the 
bodies; wo got all tho bodies with the ex- 
ception of a Chinaman, tho search for 
bodies was continued _ during Thursday 
and Friday; only went down the mine 
once after 12 o'clock on Thursday; Mr. 
Prior arrived there between and 10 
e'clock; Mr. Bryden, manager of tho Van- 
couver Coal Co.'g collieries, arrived short- 
ly afterwards. 

By Mr. McCreight — Have scon gas bo- 
fore in the mine; have seen it before in 
10th level; the 10th level has been work- 
ing about 18 months; at first frenuently 
saw gas, but not so much latterly, .Mr. 
Prior several times drew in^ attention to 
gftfl in that level; he said there was a good 
deal of gas in No. 10 level and wo tlid 
have a goad supply of air; once or twice 
Mr. Prior spoke to me about No. 10 level ; 
the inspector used to bo telling me of ac- 
cidents and cautioned mo; naw gas ex- 
plode in No. 10 wlien first started; saw it 
afterwards; saw it when Linn and (iard- 
ner drove the level; tho explosions were 
trifling; they have lit the gas and burned 
themselves; Banks was bumod on the 
hand when the cronscnt was put through; 
this was March i'Jnd; no serious accident 
erer happened from gas before; tho ac- 
oidents have been slight; don't remombor 
any others being burned in Nc. 10; we 
fonnd more gas in the 10th level than in 
M7 other portion of the mine; the lev61 
is moro to the dip; the coal is of an indif- 



ferent nature, being full of slips and con- 
taining more gas; Chinamen worked in 
levels; they worked in the 10th level run- 
ning and loading; the Chinamen worked 
unth naked lights; it was not dangerous 
oc account of full 3u))ply of air; the out- 
cast showing 5000 cubic foot per luinuto 
going to the 10th level ; tho brattice was 
always up to tho faco when 1 saw- 
it; it is Dixon's duty to see that the air is 
taken up to eveo' man's faco and tho 
brattice put up; Dixon was one of tho 
men killed; ho was overman and had 
charge of the air; I did see, as manager 
of the inino, that Dixon did hia duty, and 
was very particular about tho 10th level; 
it was throe months since I had soon tho 
brattice in tho level, having boon sick and 
was not down in tho mine; Dixon and 
Mr. Little attended to it; Mr. Little act- 
ed as manager during my sickness; I re- 
ceived roi)orts from Di.xoii and Littlo; 
Little was in my place; Littlo was not 
told to interfere witli Dixon, but ho had 
the power; don't reinombor that Little 
was authorized to interfere with Dixon; 
Dixon constantly reported to me and 1 
know what was going on; had been sick 
since January and liad boon in San Fran- 
cisco two or throe weeks before tho lire; 
had only returned the night of tho tiro; 
took an interest in tho whole mine; Dixon 
was in charge of ventilation: the firenian 
was supposed to bo at bis station; notice 
was placed at tho station for no man to 
go [last without first seeing tho fireman; 
irregularities were alw.iys mentioned; no 
one [lassed since Churchill wasiireman; in 
Dixon's time men would go down No. .'! 
shaft, and we took awaj- tho ladder to 
prevent it;deirt remeinbor anyone going 
past on tlie slope; Di.xou kept the book 
pioduceti when he was fireman; the firo- 
man is supposed to go round to every face 
in tlie mine before he returns to his firo 
station and SCO that tliero is no gas; he 
u.ses a safety huiip; ho does this before 
any man goes down; it is his duty to pro- 
ventthomgoingilown;i'.itwo instances read 
from book of Horne and another man 
passing; Horne was spoken to by Mr. 
Prior and myself about it; 1 gave him a 
safety laniii; Horno worked at the fire 
till about six o'clock on tho morning 
of the explosion; within a few days 
of the explosion a Chinaman was 
enn)loyod to load Homo's coal; about four 
or tivo Chinamen worked in tho level; am 
aware of tho section of tho Act that China- 
men are not to be oniployed in places of 
trust; no gas in Homo's lioading; on .-Voril 
14th gas was reported in Uoilly's stall; 
the day after the report was that all was 
clear in tho tenth level; did not keep a 
thermometer and barometer in No. lu 
level; Dixon kept a thermometer but not 
a barometer; Dixmi and I got on pretty 
well to^'cther; we had ilill'ereiit opinions; 
could not say how many men were down 
ill the mine at the time of the explosion; 
the fire was tlaming when 1 saw it (ui 
Wednesday morning; saw John Dick, H. 
Westfield, Frank Little and others, whose 
names I do not remember, at tlie time of 
tho tire; Ciuupbell heliied to put up the 
ciutaiii; believe sumo of the men thoro 
were experienced iniiiera; saw Dixon 
there; he went into the level to see if there 
\vas any i,'as in the lQvel;gas would gener- 
ate beyond tho curtain. 

By Nir. Robertson— A Chinaman who 
speaks English was acting as signal-man 
in the slope; he was under Roberts; tho 
third curtain did not divert the whole air 
from level; Init some went to the fire and 
the otiior portion to keep the level free 
from gas; Dixon went in onco to test the 
level lor gas; it was two or three hours 
after the curtain was put up; did not hear 
hi.s report; had ho found gas it was Dixan's 
duty to report to me as manager; could 
not be certain, but think that I gave 
order.s for no one to pass the curtain; on 
tho curtain was written "don't pass this 
— fire"; it was written in large letters; if 
Cliinanien see a chalk mark on board or 
canvas they will not pass it; Chinamon 
are emiiloyed in all tho mines and for the 
pa.st tlfteeu years; they work as loaders 
and runners; it is my opinion that thn 
steps taken to extinguish the tire were 
proper steps with due regard to the safety 
of men and [iroservation of property; 
Dixon was tiroman for at lovst a year; he 
was an experienced lu.aii; the tenth level 
was commenced while Dixon wa.sfireinwn; 
Peter Paka and Louis Proleo were work- 
ing at tho battrico in tho tenth lovol. 

John Dick, sworn- Deposed, went 
down the mine on Tuesday night at 11 
o'clock; Martin's stall was full of smoke 
and men wore packing water thoro, think- 
ing the tire was in th;it stall; they were 
thrLiwing the witter ou the loose coal 
around; they worked at that for an hour 
iis near as T can j lulgo ; they then found 
they were mistaken and the fire was in 
HoriKj's lieailing; we cuuld not approach 
tho tire owing to tho smoke and falling 
coal; wtuit homo and returned about 2 
o'clock .and stayed about tho slope till 
Robert Dunsmuir came out; we then 
looked at tho fire, for the air had cleared 
away the sinoko; Dunsmuir thought it 
would bo advisable to start the steam 
pump and asked iiie to givo the men a 
haiul to change the iiijies so that the 
water could bo got on the lire; at the time 
the pipes were being got ready they had 
put the curtain up across llie level; when 
1 saw the curtain up thought that gas 
would accumulate insiile ; got Dixon then 
to go inside this curtain and see if thoro 
was any gas accumulating in tho faces in 
the level; it was about 7 o'clock that 
Dixon went in; when Dixon came back ho 
reported the level all clear and there was 
no gas; sent him in several times during 
Wednesday morning up to 12 o'clock; 
and on each occasion he reported it clear 
of ;;as: i'orrobor;ite the evitleiico of James 
Dunsmuir. 

Hy .Mr. Robertson - .Am a. certificated 
manager; have worked till my life about 
mines; had I been there working 1 should 
have considi'i-ed the steps taken by Mr. 
DuuBniuir a.s the right ones to save life 
and property ; can't say that I heard Mr. 
R. Duneniuir speak to Dixon. 

Ry Mr. McCroight — There wore parties 
to hoar that Dixon told there was no gas; 
the fire was burning brightly at this time; 
it would not have been better to brattice 
it and cut off all tho air; thoy perhaps had 
not time to get tho necessary timber; it is 
hard to toll whether if a bratti;o had 
boon placed instead of a curtain that the 
accident would not have happened; don't 
think it altogether safe for Chinamen to 
be working about such a dangerous place; 
would not have felt altogether safe there; 
would place more dopondenco on a white 
man; would not cmisider it safo to work 
in that place with a Chinaman about witli 
a naked light. 

■ By Mr. Robertson — Under ordinary 
circumstances it is perfectly safe to have 
a Chinaman working in Home's heading 
at loading and running; considorod it un- 
safe while the tiro prevailed; did not soo 
a Chinaman in tho mine while tho firo 
prevailed; left tho mine on Wednesday at 
'2.20 p.m. ; at that time tho flame was ex- 
tinguished; tho water had played on the 
tiro for about 10 or 15 minutes; consider- 
ed tho fire was under comrol when 1 loft 
the mine; tho curtain was put up for tho 
purpose of clearing away the smoke, and 
it did so; undor the circuiiistancos putting 
up the curtain instead of brattico was the 
best thing that could have been done; 



Dixon seemed annoyed at my asking liini 
to gi) in; had no authority to send him 
in; but tisked him to go in for my own 
sake. 

Dr. SIcNaughton Jones testified to the 
nature of tho injuries received by tho de- 
ceased. Nearly all tho bodies have marks 
of burning. 

Frank Little, swi;ni- We heve had one 
or two fires in tho tenth level ami like 
those wo thought wo would get thi.s out 
without any trouble; the previous tires 
were occasioned by firing snots; soda as 
wo saw this firo Dixon went away to the 
furnace and put on a gtiod lire there; this 
was to draw tho smoke away; we found 
then wo could not get near for simdie and 
wo then turned in the air from the ninth 
and seventh levels; Robeit and .laines 
Dunsmuir arrived about 3 a.m. : the rest 
is about the same as that given by James 
Dunsmuir and I concur in his statement; 
I went down with them into the mine; 
the last time 1 was down in tho mihr
